America's No. 1 killer. Dr. Charles F. 
McKhann of Boston, told doctors at 
the Dallas Southern Clinical Society's 
spring conference here Tuesday. 


Sulfapyridine is tho drug which Dr. 


McKhann said eur?s a great percentage 
of pncumococci pneumonias. 


"People just won't die from pneu- 


monia any more," said the associate 
professor of pediatrics and communic- 
able diseases from Harvard medical 
school. 


The British invented sulfapyridinc 


last spring, he explained and this week 
the drug has been licensed by the food 
and drug administration and for Ihe 
first time is available to every physi- 
cian,'' 


The British contend sulfapyridinc 


is just as efficacious against strepto- 
cocci pneumonias, Dr. McKhann said, 
adding: 


"We have taken nearly every danger 


out of even the mest virulent influ- 
enza. Children will not die any more 
from 'measles or whooping cough. La 
grippe may be unpleasant, but from 
now on it will never be fatal. 


"All these diseases are dangerous on- 


ly because they lower bodily resistance 
and open the way for pneumonias. 
Now that hazard is eliminated, they 
will be all minor ailments."

"I have been hearing this kindi of a 


story since March 1, and there is not 
a word of truth to it as far as I know. 
If somebody had been shot here in 
Hope I think the police departmenl 
would be among the first to knowjit, 


-"How these wild tales get started 


and how quick they circulate is! be- 
yond me," Stuart said. 


The police chief also spiked a rumor 


that there had been a "big diamond 
robbery" in Hope' and that informa- 
tion was being kept quiet. 


"If there has been any kind iof a 


diamond robbery here—it has not •been 
reported lo officers," Stuart said^ 


He also deflated a rumor that a 


Hope man had been slugged last;Sat- 
urday, night .and robbed'-of ' $18"* in 
cash.

"There is some truth, however,' to 


this story,"-Stuart continued. 


"Charles Lo'wthorp reported lo of- 


ficers that he was knocked in the head 
early Sunday morning and was robbed 
of less than $4. He told us that he was 
walking home when someone stepped 
from behind a tree and hit him over 
Ihc head.

"Lowthorp told us he didn't sec 


anybody, didn't know what hit him, 
and couldn't say whether the person 
was black or while\ man or woman.

Stuart continued:

Rumors of Hitler's "death" have been 


circulated in the United States for 
months, and even reached print as 
long ago as last December. Thus far, 
no reel evidence has been produced to 
prove it. 


Now a sensational new book, "The 


Strange Death of Adolf Hitler," which 
purports to be written by Hitler's 
chief "double," maintains that the 
Fuehrer died on the eve of Munich, 
and that thereafter he, one Maxi- 
milian Bauer, impersonated Hitler on 
every public occasion, including the 
negotiations with 
Chamberlain 
at

Indignant denials have come from 


German sources, and no one could 
regard the case as stated in the book 
to be proved. 


The manuscript is said to have, been 


brought to 
America by a German 


ship's officer, to whom it was sur- 
reptitiously handed at Nice by a 
French friend who had received it in 
the mail from Germany. The manu- 
script, purporting to be written by 
Hitler's double, stated that he wished 
his true name lo appear on his lomb, 
and that' therefore he was taking this 
means to "tell all," disgusled at last 
with a regime with which he orig- 
inally spmpalhized. 


The English translation is filled 


with sentences in characteristic Ger- 
man word order, which could result 
only from 
either carelessly literal 


translation or a conscious effort to 
emphasize the Germanic character of 
the manuscript, 


It tells the lurid story of Bauer, ur- 


rcslcd in 1933 in Berlin when mis- 
taken for Hitler, saved from death by 
Hitler's sudden seizure of power, and 
then catapulted into a position as 
"double" for Hitler on public occa- 
sions, including speeches; Since Hit- 
ler's "death," Bauer has been Hit- 
ler, he maintains, the "front" for a 
ruling clique which refuses to admit 
the death of its Fuehrer. 


So much for the 
book, which, 


though it is creating a sensation jn 
literary circles, has practically no di- 
rect evidence of authenticity. 


How Hitler Double Was 


Assassinated 


The only instance in which a Hjt- 


ler "double" was connected with a 
news event in which the Fuehrer him- 
self figured, came in the summer of 
1938 when Julius Schreck, a storm 
trooper brigade leader, was shot hy 
an assassin 


Hitler, with a party of Nazi of- 


ficials, was motoring from Berlin ,. 
Bcrnau. Hitler was driving the ear 
Schreck, who resembles Hitler, par- 
ticularly in the cut of his mustache, 
wns riding in the baek seat. An assas- 
sin, hiding at the side of the road, ap- 
parently thinking 'that the Fuehrer 
would never drive his own car, fired a 
single shot into the body of Schreck. 
Hitler had lost a double, but his own 
life had been saved.

In 1WO James Franklin Jarman was 


making $35,000 a yearMn Nashville's 
Ji W. Cartor Shoe Co., which belonged 
to his cousins.

cause ultimately these streets will have 
to bo maintained by the department 
and if they take them over now it 
would be possible to stop the rapid 
deterioration which is going on due to 
the lack of money and .equipment on 
the part of the cities and towns in 
properly caring for payed streets that 
are continuations of the highway sys- 
tem, many of which were built for 
much lighter traffic than they are now 
subjected to, 
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
